John 
Miirdaugh,  who,  at  the  last  Grand  Annual  Communication, 
was  appointed  by  this  Gra!Kl  L:^^%e  to  inquire  into  tiie  pro- 
ceedings and  situation  of  Royal  Edwin  Lodge,  No.  5,  Wind- 
sor, which  was  read  ;  ancS.  on  motion  of  the  R,  W.  J.  G.  War- 
den, Fesolved,  that  tlie  Ro>-al  Edwin  Locige,  No.  5,  Windsor, 
be  strickei^  from  the  ri>l|s  (tf  this  Giar  d  Lodge 

The  M.  W.  Cxii-and  Blaster  prer^ented  a  communication, 
containing  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  f>f  Masons,  h.eld  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  9th  of  March,  1822,  recom- 
mending the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  which,  with  the  proceedings  of  all  Grand 
Lodges  communicated  to  this  Grand  Lf>dge  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, was  referred  to  a  committee,  co!!sisting  of  Bros,  tlie  M. 
W.  Grand  Master  pro  tem.  Richard  D.  Spaight,  Thomas  W. 
Blackledge,  Josepli  H.  Bryan  and  Robert  Wi!iiamson. 

Bro.  E.  B.  Harrell  presented  the  petition  of  Sharon  Lodge, 
working  under  dispensation  at  Greenville,  praying  to  be 
chartered;  when,  on  motion  of  Bro.  Harrell,  the  petition 
was  referred  to  Bros.  Thomas  Henderson,  John  Scott  and 
Jonathan  H.  Jacocks,  who  are  appointed  a  committee  to  ex- 
amine the  proceediif]gs  of  all  Lodges  working  under  dispen- 
sations, an  !  p  r ay i  n g  c h  a?'te  rs. 

Tlve  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presented  the  petition  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Loring,  who,  in  the  year  1820,  was  expelled  from 
all  the  benefits  of  m?.sonry  by  Eagle  Lodge,  No.  71,  Hills- 
borough, praying  to  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  benefits  of 
masonry  ;  whk  h  was  referi*ed  to  a  committee,  consisting  of 
Bros.  Jeremiah  Dixon,  William  M.  S/ieed  and  Mark  Cooke. 
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The  comoiittee  appointed  at  the  last  Grasid  Annual  Com- 
11)111  cats  on,  to  purchase  a  sword  aiid  candlesticks  for  this 
Lod^^e,  not  having  ryc-rUv/uvM  the  duties  of  their  appointment, 
on  account  of  unavoidable  rir^'unistances,  it  was,  on  motion 
of  the  R.  W.  J.  G.  Warden,  Ordered  that  Bro.  Benj.  A.  Bar- 
ham,  Samuel  F.  Patterson  and  Alex.  J,  Lawrence  be  a  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose,  to  report  to  the  next  Grand  Annual 
Com  iiuHiication. 

On  motion  of  tlie  R.W.  J.  G.  Warden,  Bros.  William  M. 
Sneed,  Thoiiias  Clancy  and  Si?noii  A.  Bryan  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  exaraine  the  Grand  Treasurer^s.accollS!ts,  and 
re|)ort.

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  officers  and 
liiembers  of  Sharon  t.odg'e,  hj  cliapensation,  have  examined  the  proceed- 
ings and  bye  laws  of  said  Lodge,  and  find  them  regular,  and,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  they  are  entitled  to  a  charter.

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of 
King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  18,  Jones  county,  submitted  the 
following  report : 

Tg  the  JHost  Worshipful  the  Grand  JVIaster,  Grand  Wardens  and  Members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  JYorth- Carolina  : 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  Brothers  Dickson 
and  Foy,  members  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  18,  Jones  county,  having 
performed  the  duty  committed  to  them,  report. 

That  King  Solomon  Lodg'e,  No.  18,  Jones  county,  was  represented  in  this 
Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Grand  Annual  Communication  in  December,  1812,  by 
Brother  Nathaniel  Pinkham,  deceased  ;  that  no  dues  have  been  paid  by  that 
Lodge  since  1810  ;  and  that  said  Lodge  stands  indebted  on  the  books  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer  the  sum  of  eighty  dollars,  comprehending  the  dues 
from  1810  to  1818,  the  latter  inclusive. 

Your  committee  further  state,  that  the  said  Lodge  has  ceased  to  work 
since  that  period;  but  that  the  few  members  v/ho  now  remain,  propose  re- 
commencing their  operations.  Their  first  object  is  to  build  an  appropriate 
Hall ;  but  their  slender  means,  burthened  with  the  debt  due  this  Grand 
Lodge  hanging  over  them^  will  present  an  obstacle  to  them,  perhaps,  in- 
surmountable. 
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Your  committee,  believing"  that  the  prosperity  of  the  craft  will  be  pro- 
moted by  the  adoption  of  such  a  measure,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  arrearag-es  due  this  Grand  Lodge  from  King  Solomon 
Lodge,  No.  18,  Jones  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  remitted;  and  that 
the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  balance  the  account. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

It  appears  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  twen- 
ty-five cents  as  before  stated,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Wm.  Boylan, 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

On  motion  of  Brother  R.  T.  Brownrigg,  the  same  com- 
mittee are  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  invest- 
ing^ the  balance  due  this  Lodge,  from  the  Treasurer,  in  bank 
stock*  and  report  to  the  next  meeting. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  Brother  Benj.  A.  Bar- 
ham,  that  certain  Masons,  who  have  been  expelled  from  Hiram  Lodg-e,  No. 
40,  Raleigh,  and  their  expulsion  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  state, 
are  now,  and  have  been  since  the  time  of  their  expulsion,  members  of  West- 
ern Sun  Lodge,  No.  72,  Wake  county: 

Ordered,  therefore^  That  Brethren  Calvin  Jones,  John  BeF  and  John  Dunn 
be  appointed  a  committee,  to  ascertain  the  facts,  with  instructions,  if  Ihey 
find  such  expelled  Masons  to  be  members  of  Western  Sun  LodgCj  to  re- 
quire the  officers  of  said  Lodge  to  appear  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  the 
next  Grand  Annual  Communication,  to  answer  to  the  above  charges  of  hav- 
ing received  into  their  Lodge,  as  members,  persons  expelled  by  another 
Lodge. 

Hie  committee,  to  wiiom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Tlio- 
mas  Loring,  who  was  expelled  from  Eagle  Lodge,  No.  71, 
Hillsborough,  in  the  year  1850,  praying  to  be  restored  to  all 
the  rights,  privileges  and  benefits  of  masonry,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Thomas  Loring', 
report.  That,  on  full  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  contained  in  said 
petition,  they  are  of  opinion  that  Eagle  Lodge,  No.  71,  Hillsborough,  acted 
correctly  in  expelling  the  said  Thomas  Loring  from  the  masonic  society;  but, 
from  the  favorable  reports  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  James  S.  Smith,  and 
Brother  Thomas  Clancy,  of  the  apparent  reformation  and  contrition  of  the 
said  Thomas,  they  submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  propriety  of  restoring 
him  again  to  (he  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry. 

Your  committee  might  here  stop,  without  going  into  any  detail  of  their 
reasons  for  beheving  that  Eagle  Lodge  has  acted  correctly;  but,  as  it  ap- 
pears something  further  is  expected  from  them,  and  being  willing  tha^  the 
petitioner  should  know  that  they  have  paid  due  attention  to  his  case,  they 
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would  suggest  for  his  consideration,  that,  by  the  reasoning  made  use  of  in 
his  petition,  (and  to  compare  masonic  with  civil  and  pohtical  institutioHs,) 
a  native  or  citizen  of  any  foreign  country,  by  removing  himself  within  the 
limits  of  North-Carohna,  or  any  other  of  the  United  States,  might  with  im- 
pu]iity  be  guilty  of  the  most  enormous  crimes,  and  plead  his  allegiance  to 
such  foreign  country  as  a  justification,  or,  if  not  a  justification,  at  least  a 
protection  from  merited  punishment;  that  a  judge  of  a  superior  might  de- 
ny the  power  of  an  inferior  judicial  tribunal  to  try  him  for  a  breach  of  the 
peace, &c.  because,  when  sitting  in  his  judicial  capacity  in  such  superior 
tribunal,  he  has  the  power  to  correct  or  reverse  the  judgments  of  the  infe- 
rior. 

They  believe  that  Masons,  like  nations,  are,  or  ought  to  be  governed  by 
certain  general  laws  and  leading  principles,  to  which  everyone,  no  matter 
how  high  his  order  may  be,  is  amenable,  not  only  in  the  particular  Lodge 
to  which  he  may  belong,  or  be  a  member  of,  but  to  the  craft  in  general; 
and  wh  ch  every  constitutional  Lodge  has  the  power  of  enforcing,  not  only 
against  their  own  immediate  members,  but  against  all  who  may  claim  the 
privileges  of  masonry,  and  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  Lodge. 

With  a  hope  that  the  contrition  of  the  petitioner  is  real,  and  that  his  re- 
formation may  be  ';ermanent  and  lasting,  they  respectfully  submit  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  petitioner,  Thomas  Loring,  be  restored  to  his  rights 
and  privileges  as  a  Mason;  that  so  much  of  the  sentence  of  expulsion  pro- 
nounced against  the  said  petitioner  by  Eagle  Lodge,  No.  71,  Hillsborough, 
as  maybe  inconsistent  with  this  resolution,  be  reversed  and  annulled,  audit 
is  hereby  so  far  reversed  and  annulled  accordingly.
